IN A PARTICULARLY BLAND SPEECH, MINISTER OF 

FINANCE PHAGNA LEUAM RAJASOMBAT ENTERED A PLEA FOR SPECIAL 

TREATMENT FOR THE VERY PPOR-THOSEWHO ARE LANDLOCKED, 

ARE UNDEVELOPED, AND ALSO HAVE BEEN RAVAGED BY RECENT WARS. 

HE ADMITTED THAT LAO RESOURCES WERE INADEQUATE TO THE TASK 
OF RECONSTRUCTION AND THAT IT NEEDED ASSISTANCE. THE TYPE OF 
ASSISTANCE WAS NOT SPECIFIED EXCEPT BY A GENERAL APPEAL FOR 
A SPECIAL FUND TO ASSIST LANDLOCKED COUNTRIES AND THOSE 
WITH UNUSUAL TRANSPORTATION COSTS. THERE WAS LITTLE 
POLITICAL CONTENT TO THE SPEECH. IN PASSING, HOWEVER, THE 
MINISTER WELCOMED THE "AUTHENTIC" REPRESENTATIVES OF 
CAMBODIA, REGRETTED THE ABSENCE OF THE VIETNAMS, AND 
MENTIONED THAT LAOS HAD JUST EMERGED FROM A 30- YEAR WAR 
AGAINST "IMPERIALIST AGGRESSION." 

GREECE-- 

DEPARTING FROM HIS PREPARED TEXT, GREEK DEPUTY-MINISTER 
FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS CONSTANTIN STAVROPOULOS (FORMER UN LEGAL 
COUNSEL) ACKNOWLEDGED THE "CONSTRUCTIVE PROPOSALS MADE BY THE 
UNITED STATES" DURING THIS SPECIAL SESSION. STRIKING A 
POLITICAL NOTE, HE EXPRESSED THE HOPE THAT THESE AND OTHER 
PROPOSALS MADE DURING THE SESSION WILL NOT "REMAIN 
UNIMPLEMENTED" AS IN THE CASE OF CERTAIN UNITED NATIONS 
RESOLUTIONS IN THE "POLITICAL FIELD, AS FOR EXAMPLE ON THE 
QUESTION OF CYPRUS". 

APART FROM THIS BRIEF POLITICAL ALLUSION, STAVROPOULOS'S 
SEPTEMBER 1 1 SPEECH WAS A STRAIGHTFORWARD AND CONSTRUCTIVE 
ONE IN WHICH HE ADDRESSED IN GENERAL TERMS THE MAIN ECONOMIC 
ISSUES CONFRONTING THE SPECIAL SESSION. DECLARING THAT THE 
VIEWSAND POSITIONS EXPRESSED AT THE SPECIAL SESSION IN 
PROMOTING THE NIEO "ARE NOT IRRECONCILABLE", HE EXPRESSED 
GREEK GOVERNMENT SUPPORT FOR "THE THRUST" OF UNCTAD'S 
INTEGRATED APPROACH TO COMMODITY PROBLEMS; GLOBAL SCHEMES 
FOR STABILIZING EXPORT EARNINGS, PREFERABLY THROUGH THE 
IMF; "FURTHER CAREFUL STUDY" OF INDEXATION; ELIMINATION OF 
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ALL KINDS OF BARRIERS TO THE EXPORTS OF DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES ON A PREFERENTIAL, NON DISCRIMINATORY AND NON- 
RECIPROCAL BASIS; THE SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE OF CAPITAL FLOWS 
TO THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES; FURTHER REORIENTATION 
OF DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE TOWARD THE NEEDS OF THE POOREST 
COUNTRIES; "REALISTIC" MEANS FOR MORE AUTOMATIC MECHANISMS 
OF TRANSFER OF RESOURCES; INTTRODU CTION OF A "CODE OF 
OPERATION" AIMED AT REDUCING SPECULATIVE CAPITAL MOVEMENTS AND 
NEUTRALIZING THEIR DESTABILIZING EFFECTS, AS PROPOSED BY 
THE GREEK DELEGATION AT THE RECENT ANNUAL MEETING OF THE IMF; 
IMPROVED ACCESS BY THE LDC'S TO SCIENTIFIC KNOWLEDGE AND 
ADVANCED TECHNOLOGY, WHICH HE SUGGESTED AS PERHAPS MORE 
IMPORTANT IN THE LONG RUN THANACCESS TO CAPITAL; AND 
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SPECIAL EMPHASIS ON ISSUES RELATING TO FOOD AND AGRICULTURE. 

IN THE LATTER CONNECTION HE URGED AN EFFECTIVE SYSTEM OF 
GRAIN RESERVES. HE ALSO FAVORED ESTABLISHMENT OF AN 
INTER-GOVERNMENTAL COMMITTEE TO STUDY VARIOUS ASPECTS OF 
THE PROBLEM OF RESTRUCTURING THE UN SYSTEM. (REPEATED 
INFO ATHENS) 

ECUADOR- IN IS GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENT, CHIEF DELEGATE 
JOSE CARDENAS PRESENTED A MODERATEDLY PHRASED ENDORSEMENT OF 
THE G-77 GENERAL POSITIONON INCLUDING A REAFFIRMATION OF 

THE IMPORTANCE OF THE NIEO AND CERDS. ON OTHER ISSUES. 

DR. CARDENAS NOTED THAT THE DISCRIMINATORY PROVISION IN 
RECENT US TARIFF LEGISLATION HAD ADVERSELY AFFECTED THE 
ECUADORIAN TRADING POSITION. ON THE QUESTION OF NATURAL 
RESOURCES, DR. CARDENAS ASSERTED THAT EACH NATION HAD A 
"NATURAL RIGHT" TO MANAGE ITS NON-RENEWABLE AND RENEWABLE 
RESOURCES. HE SAID THAT ECUADOR PURSUED AN "ECONOMICALLY 
RATIONAL POLICY" DESIGNED TO PERMIT THE DISPOSAL OF ITS 
RESOURCES IN A MANNER BEST SUITED TO MEET ITS NATIONAL INTEREST 
AS WELL AS TO GUARANTEE ITS "SOVEREIGN RIGHTS ON THE PRODUCTION 
AND MARKETING" OF SUCH RESOURCES. HE ALSO EMPHASIZED THAT 
ECUADOR WOULD "VIGOROUSLY DEFEND" ITS 200 MILE "TERRITORIAL 
SEA” IN SPITE OF THREATS. HE CONCLUDED BY EXPRESSING "MODERATE 
OPTIMISM" FOR THE SUCCESS OF THE SEVENTH SPECIAL SESSION. 
(REPEATED INFO QUITO) 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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BOLIVIA- IN AHIGHLY EMOTIONAL SPEECH, BOLIVIAN CHAIRMAN 
OF DELEGATION DR. MARIO R. GUITERREZ STATED THAT WE WERE 
"ON THE THRESHOLD OF A NEW ERA", REFERRED TO UN ACCOMPL- 
ISHMENTS AS "PRACTICALLY A MIRACLE", AND VOWED THAT WE HAD 
"ACHIEVED UNIVERSAL GOVERNMENT". HE ENDORSED THE GROUP OF 77 
POSITION ON MOST ISSUES, CALLING FOR PRICE INDEXATION, 

ELIMINATION OF TRADE BARRIERS. INTERNATIONAL MONETARY 
REFORM, ETC. HE ALSO PRAISED THE "CONCRETE PROPOSALS OFTHE 
US AND OTHERS", SPECIFICALLY CITING OUR PROPOSAL THAT 1976 
BE DEVOTED TO UN REFORM. HE PAID PARTICULAR ATTENTION 
TO PROBLEMS OF THE LANDLOCKED COUNTRIES, CALLING FOR A 
SPECIAL FUND AND TERMING THE SEABED THE "COMMON HERITAGE OF 
MANKIND." GUTIERREZ URGED BOLIVIAN ACCESS TO THE SEA AND 
UN CONSIDERATION OF THIS AS WELL AS OF THE GENERAL PROBLEM 
OF SEA ACCESS FOR LANDLOCKED COUNTRIES. ALMOST PARENTHE- 
TICALLY, HE EXPRESSED THE HOPE THAT THE PANAMA CANAL 
WOULD REVERT "TO THE COUNTRY TO WHICH IT BELONGS”. 

ALTHOUGH HE REFERRED TO "THE VORACIOUS PARASITIC APPETITE 
OF GREAT POWERS". HE ANNOUNCED THAT BOLIVIA WAS OPEN TO FOREIGN 
CAPITAL AND NEEDED IT TO PROMOTE INDUSTRIALIZATION; HOWEVER, 

IT MUST BE "SUBJECT TO DOMESTIC LAWS". HE CONCLUDED 
WITH A STRONG PLEA FOR COOPERATION. (REPEATED INFO LA PAZ) 
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PHILIPPINES— 

URGING THE SEVENTH SPECIAL SESSION TO "GIVE FURTHER 
IMPETUS TO THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PROGRAM OF ACTION ON 
THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER," 

AMB REYES, CHAIRMAN OF THE DELEGATION OF THE PHILIPPINES, 

DREW ATTENTION TO "HOPEFUL" TRENDS IN THE SESSION TOWARD 
IMPROVING RELATIONS BETWEEN THE RICH AND THE POOR. 

HE OBSERVED THAT THE "TONE OF MODERATION AND CONCILIATION 
IN OUR DEBATES HAS PRODUCED AN ATMOSPHERE CONDUCIVE TO 
DIALOGUE" AND WELCOMED THE US PROPOSALS AS REPRESENTING 
"A MOST CONSTRUCTIVE CONTRIBUTION TO OUR WORK". 

WHILE STANDING WITH THE GROUP OF 77 ON MOST ISSUES, REYES 
DID CALL FOR GREATER ATTENTION TO THE ROLE OF WOMEN IN THE 
DEVELOPMENT PROCESS AND THE CREATION OF A CODE OF ETHICS 
TO GUIDE THE CONDUCT OF NATIONS. IN THE FIELD OF TRADE, 

REYES URGED "SERIOUS CONSIDERATION" FOR THE UNCTAD INTEGRATED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PROGRAM, SUPPORT FOR UNCTAD STUDIES OF INDEXATION SCHEMES, 

THE BROADENING OF GENERALIZED PREFERENCES, AND CONSIDERATION 
IN THE MTN'S FOR LDC EXPORTS OF TROPICAL, SEMIMANUFACTURED, 

AND MANUFACTURED PRODUCTS. IN THE AREA OF RESOURCE TRANSFER 
AND MONETARY REFORM, REYES WELCOMED THE PROPOSED IMF TRUST 
FUND AND ADVOCATED A LINK BETWEEN SDR S AND LDC DEVELOPMENT 
NEEDS, AN EXAMINATION OF LDC DEBT BURDENS AT A CONFERENCE 
OF MAJOR DONOR AND DEBTOR COUNTRIES, INCREASED DEVELOPMENT 
ASSISTANCE, REPLACEMENT OF NATIONAL RESERVE CURRENCIES WITH 
SDR'S. LIBERALIZATION OF THE IMF COMPENSATORY FINANCING 
FACILITY, AND INCREASED 43043 3,5-589, *94 )$:'S IN THE IMF. 

HE NOTED THE WORK UNDERWAY IN UNCTAD ON A CODE OF CONDUCT 
TO GOVERN THE TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY AND URGED A REVIEW OF 
PATENT SYSTEMS TO ADAPT THEM TO THE NEEDS OF DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES. IN THE FIELD OF INDUSTRIALIZATION, REYES URGED 
THE SESSION TO "PROMOTE THE IMPLEMENTATION OF ACTION AGREED 
UPON AT LIMA" AND TO CONVERT UNIDO INTO A SPECIALIZED AGENCY. 

IN THE FIELD OF FOOD, REYES WELCOMED THE US DECISION TO 
CONTRIBUTE TO THE IFAD, URGING OTHERS TO FOLLOW SUIT IN 
ORDER TO MAKE THE FUND OPERATIONAL BY 1976, AND ADVOCATED 
THE ELIZATION OF THE 1975-76 FOOD AID TARGET OF 10 MILLION 
TONS AND THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE INTERNATIONAL UNDERTAKING 
FOR WORLD FOOD SECURITY. FINALLY, HE ENDORSED THE PRINCIPLE 
OF SPECIAL TREATMENT FOR THE LEAST DEVELOPED, LANGLOCKED, 

AND ISLAND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. (REPEATED INFO MANILA) 

CYPRUS-- 

CYPRIOT DELEGATION CHAIRMAN, ZENON ROSSIDES, COUCHED 
AND ENDORSEMENT OF G-77 POSITION IN TERMS OF AN APPEAL FOR 
THE REDUCTION OF ARMS EXPENDITURES AND THE CREATION OF INTER 
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NATIONAL POLITICAL SECURITY. HE SAID THAT THE ARMS RACE WAS 
DIVERTING RESOURCES FROM DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE. AND URGED 
THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES TO USE THEIR GROWING INFLUENCE TO 
PERSUADE THE MAIOR POWERS TO CURTAIL THEIR ARMAMENT 
EXPENDITURES. HE ADDED THAT THE UN OFFERED THE BEST 
HOPE FOR A MORE SECURE WORLD POLITICAL ORDER, BUT THAT ITS 
FAILURE TO IMPLEMENT THE SECURITY COUNCIL S RESOLUTION ON 
THE CYPRUS CONFLICT HAD INTENSIFIED THE ARMS RACE. TURNING 
TO SPECIFIC ECONOMIC ISSUES, HE ENDORSED THE G-77 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ZINTEGRATED APPROACH" TO COMMODITIES COMBINED WITH SAFEGUARDS 
FOR NON-RAW MATERIAL EXPORTING LDC'S; INCREASED DEVELOPMENT 
AID TO LDC'S THROUGH NEW "AUTOMATIC" MECHANISMS TO ATTAIN 
THE 1.0 PERCENT TARGET BY 1980; ESTABLISHMENT OF AN UNCTAD 
CODE OF CONDUCT FOR THE TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY, PARTICULARLY 
"ECOLOGICALLY PRUDENT TECHNOLOGY"; SPECIAL ASSISTANCE TO 
I EAST DEVELOPED, LANDLOCKED AND ISLAND LDC'S; PROMPT 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PROPOSALS OF THE WORLD FOOD 
CONFERENCE. PARTICULARLY THE CREATION OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
FUND FOR AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT; AND ESTABLISHMENT OF THE

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC- 

IN THE CONCLUDING GENERAL DEBATE SPEECH, CHAIRMAN OF THE 
DOMINICAN REPUBLIC DELEGATION MORENO MARTINEZ PRESENTED 
A LENGTHY BUT BASICALLY NON-SUBSTANTIVE REVIEW OF THE 
INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC CONDITIONS WHICH MADE THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER ESSENTIAL IN ORDER 
TO PROVIDE THE NECESSARY SOCIAL JUSTICE SO INDISPENSABLE FOR 
WORLD PEACE. FOR THE MOST PART, SR.MORENO MARTINEZ DID NOT 
TREAT THE SPECIFIC PROPOSALS PRESENTED BY THE G-77, BUT 
HE DID STRESS THE NEED FOR A NEW "CONSUMER MODEL" TO BE 
ARRIVED AT BY CONSENSUS. HE ALSO SUPPORTED THE PROPOSED 
ESTABLISHMENT OF AN INTERGOVERNMENTAL COMMITTEE TO STUDY 
STRUCTURAL CHANGES OF THE UN. IN AN INTERESTING SIDE NOTE, 

SR. MORENO MARTINEZ INCLUDED IN HIS CALL FOR SOCIAL

IN RELATIVELY MILD 20-MINUTE STATEMENT SEPT 9, CUBAN 
VICE FOREIGN MINISTER TORRAS EXPRESSED COMPLETE SUPPORT 
FOR THE G-77 POSITION, HELD CAPITALIST, COLONIALIST 
AND NEOCOLONIALIST COUNTRIES RESPONSIBLE FOR UNDER- 
DEVELOPMENT, AND DECLARED THAT THE NEED FOR NIEO STEMMED 
FROM "IMPERIALIST” EXPLOITATION. HE EMPHASIZED THE 
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SIGNIFICANCE OF INTERNATIONAL TRADE, CITED CUBA'S SUGAR

VIETNAMESE MEMBERSHIP APPLICATIONS BLOCKED BY "INDESCRIBABLE
